In normal years, for every hundred marriages, 
twenty-seven new dwellings have been built. During the 
past four hard-time years, only fourteen homes have 
arisen for every hundred wedding licenses. And there has 
been a big increase in the percentage of families living in 
‘rooms, small flats, or obsolete houses. 


There are many thousands of people compelled to 
occupy hovels unfit for human habitation, 


Making good the deficiencies would require a fours 
year, building program double that of normal years. 


Each $5,000 home erected means 175 days of work in 
the building trades alone. Supplies must be manuface 
| tured, involving additional labor. 


It was with the idea of setting this ball rolling that 
the Bennett government ticketed $10,000,000 for the stimu- 
lation of home-building by way of loans. The King ad- 
ministration has carried the plan forward. Combination 
of government and loan company money created $50,000,- 
000 available to prospective home owners of limited means. 


A lot of money is still available, 


Under the Dominion Housing Act, a man who has 
$1,000 in cash or in-a suitable site can build a $5,000 home. 
The government puts up $1,000; a loan or insurance coms 
pany $3,000. Interest rate on the $4,000 borrowed is five 
per cent. Principal and interest is paid together at a 
monthly rate; in this case $26.15. Which is less than what 
rent would be for a similar house.

| The plan is advantageous to the prospective home 
owner and creates no burden for the taxpayer because it 
| js self-supporting, involving the government in no expen- 
| diture that is likely to increase taxes. It combines gove 
ernment credit and private enterprise in a sound manner,

BUILDING ROADS 

It is of course good news to everyone that 
five thousand men are now being employed on 
road-construction in Alberta, and it will be still 
better news if, as promised, ten thousand are 
set at work within a few weeks. Whether the 
road-builders are to be paid in cash or “pros- 
perity bonds” does not matter just now. What 
does matter is that they are making useful 
roads, instead of living in involuntary idleness. 

When paying time comes, if the bonds cir- 
culate, as some of the Ministers think they will, 
all well and good. -We shall in that event be 
getting the roads built and paying for them at 


the same time, piling up no new interest-bear- 
ing debt. 


If they do not circulate, means will have to 
be found to redeem them, quite regardless of 
the two-year stamp arrangement. Redeeming

when I saw on the screen “Things to Come,” 
a dramatized version of H. G. Wells’ opus “The 
Shape of Things to Come.”

As we worked to- 
gether a few days before, 
pitting in a new electric light 
system in a boat, he’s confid- 
ed to me his fears lest his 
two children would grow up 
with less opportunity for a 
fair share of life's good things 

than he had known. 

“Life seems jo be getting 
harder,” he said. “Work is 
harder to find. I’ve lost the 
garage I once had and I'm living on a much 
reduced standard to what I had when I mar- 
ried ten years ago. I'd hate like h—-— to think 
that my two youngsters would have to scratch 
for a living like I’m doing now. Perhaps things 
will be worse for them than it is for us now?” 
After the show, we discussed the film and 
its implications, over the coffee table. He felt 
a little awed and a good dea] heartened by it. 
“That's going to have a big effect on people, 
like myself, who don’t read books,” he said of 
the film.

Round Shoulders 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many people want some quick remedy for 
round shoulders, thinking that if they can just 
find some way to straighten the shoulders while 
ignoring the rest of the body, their figures will 
become perfectly normal. As a matter of fact, 
the basis of a good pair of shoulders is good 
posture, which in turn goes 
right back to a good spine. 
Carry your entire spine cor- 
rectly and you thereby im- 
prove the way that the shoul- 
ders are carried. 

Study those around you 
whom you observe to be 
round shouldered and you 
will quickly see that the 
shoulders are humped over, 


the head is hanging forward, 
the chest is sunken, the low-. 
er part of the back has an inward curve and 
the front of the abdomen is pushed forward. 
All of these figure faults come from wrong 
posture or a wrong way of carrying the spine 
and can not be blamed on the shoulders alone. 
The shoulders merely happen to be the most 
noticeable feature of this postural defect. 

Whenever a patient has a marked stoop to 
the shoulders it will be found that the chest is 
carried improperly. In fact, the shoulders are 
merely the back part of thé problem, while the 
chest is the front part. Most people who are 
round shouldered try to straighten the shoulders 
by squaring them—this calls for the expendi- 
ture of considerable effort and attains no Jast- 
ing result as one minute later the shoulders 
are just as stooped as ever. 

The only way you can expect to get lasting 
results in straightening the shoulders is to 
build up the necessary muscular strength by 
exercise at the same time that you improve your | 
posture through forming the habit of carrying 
the spine straight. The stoop shouldered per- 
son usually complains that the shoulders are 
thin and scrawny, so that the shoulder blades 
stand out like wings. Exercise will have the 
desirable effect of replacing this scrawniness 
by a well-developed appearance of the upper 
back 

You can begin to improve your shoulders 
right now by watching your posture. The best 
single rule about good posture is: Keep the 
abdomen pulled in. Try pulling in your abdo- | 
men and you will immediately feel how this 
will cause the lower part of the back to become | 
straighter, taking the abnormal curve out ct it. | 
Furthermore, as the abdomen comes in, the | 
chest goes out. And when the chest is well out 
to the front, the shoulders are thereby im- 
proved. In addition, when the spine is straight, 
then the’ head is going to be properly balanced 
on top of it, thus removing the forward Sagging 
of the head, which is so noticeable in the round

The amount of money which the four Western Provinces of 
Canada send to Ontario and Quebec is limited only by the earn- 
ing power of those four Western Provinces 


On a straight merchandise buying basis the four Western 
Provinces send back to Ontario and Quebec nearly a million dol- 


lars per day. 


To this must be added all the fire, life and accident insurance 
premiums; all the interest paid on such parts of the Western 
money sent East as may be then reloaned to the West; and all the 
freight rates on the goods shipped from the East to the West, so 
that the Western Provinces pay substantially over one million dol- 
loss per day to Ontario and Quebec. 


In return Ontario and Quebec wish the Western Provinces 
Godspeed in respect of any Western enterprises which promise 
to earn more money to be sent East. That is the only measure of 


co-operation extended. 


Western lumber is shipped overseas, at not exceeding the 


tost of production, instead of being used to increase the value of 
national fixed assets by being used in buildings in parts of Can- 
ada where there are no timber limits 


Western coal is locked up in the ground because of prohib- 
‘tive costs of getting coal to tidewater and to Canadian commun- 


ities in the West. 


It is an actual fact that a fixing of freight rates on coal on an 
®qualized basis so as to put coal into all Canadian communities 
between the Great Lakes and the Pacific Coast at a delivered cost 
of five dollars per ton, would be equivalent to giving the people 
of all those communities enough money (saved on fuel costs), to 
pay all their taxes. The railways would make real money; and 
the comfort and standard of living would be raised throughout

Instead of that the coal is left in the ground; many thou- 
sands of people are deprived of high wage employment; a sales 


tax is collected on anything bought; 


and the forces of government

DRILLED BEFORE 

Mineral rights on the property 
are owned by W. B. Chamberlain, 
on whose farm the well is to be 
drilled, and E. H. Campbell. In 
company with the late B. R. Camp- 
bell these men first started drilling 
operations in 1913, using their priv- 
ate capital. 

In 1914 the Fairholme Oi] and 
Gas Company, Limited, was formed 
but operations were abandoned at 
the outbreak of the war. The drill 
was down 2,065 feet, releasing large 
volumes of natural gas, but still 
short of striking oil. 

In the early 1920's the Edmonton 
Gas and Development Company 
was formed and, from the large 
production of this well, natural gas 
was offered to the city but coun- 
cil was not interested.

This Wrestle Royal Is a Real Hair- 


Raiser—Sherman Hadn't 
Seen It! 


If anyone is thinking of starting a competition to deter- 
miné which sport provides the most action and thrills in the 
shortest space of time, we will submit a wrestle royal and 
back it against all comers. The five-man battle that Pro- 
moter Mike Cutcher staged at the New Empire theatre last 
night was about the closest approach to a combination of 
the Battle of the Marne, a Kansas cyclone and a three-ringed 
circus that we ever expect to see. A fistic battle royal is a 
rare sight, but a wrestle royal has it beaten a dozen ways. 
Boxers are restricted to fair punching, but these twist and 
twine artists can do anything—and do. 


For the sake of those who have not stared pop- 
eyed at a wrestle royal, it should be explained that five 
men enter the ring, start wrestling at the gong and as 
each man is pinned to the mat he leaves the ring until 
only two are left. Time is then called for a short rest 
and the twe survivors tangle for winning honors. Five 
men are used to prevent the grapplers pairing off in two 
pairs. Two generally work together against the rest. 


From the time that first gong is hit, the inside of the 
ring is a maelstrom of flying bodies, legs, arms and fists 
They drop-kick each other through the ropes, jump out and 
kick them in again, floor each other with forearm rabbit 
punches, bounce, tumble and somersault—and take the odd 
crack at the referee in between times. The big problem is 
to know who is your ally, for pre-battle arrangements are in- 
variably broken. This puts the boys in exactly the same 
quandary as international diplomats. 


It’s Tough On the Referee 


While a wrestle royal is a tough assignment for a 
wrestler, it is even tougher for the referee. The minute he 
turns his back to break a strangle-hold in one corner, may- 
hem is immediately under way behind him. What is more, 
the referee has to be a pretty smart rough-houser himself, 
for these grapplers don't stop for a mere tap on the back. 
You have to tear them apart by brute force. 

After watching Maurice DeBleick man-handle five 
brawny and thoroughly enraged wrestlers last night, we 
humbly submit that in future wrestle royals he should 
be equipped with a sledge-hammer. He was the busiest 
man in the ring and he made a grand job of it. By our 
calculation he qualified for a life-saving medal no less 
than six times in as many minutes. 

What is more, don’t let anybody kid you that these 
wrestlers are just faking things in there. They are fighting 
mad and while the war is on they wouldn't assay one spark 
of brotherly love to the dozen. Time after time they are 
sorely tempted to indulge in a little overtime in some back 
alley, but this is strictly forbidden by their organization and 
may result in them being dropped from future bouts. On 
the other hand, they are all pretty level-headed and after the 
stings of slaps and kicks have subsided they forget it—that 
is until they climb into the ring again. 

At one time the heavyweights did a lot of faking, but 
these middleweights in the Bill Root organization really go 
to town in their bouts. Stalling and faking is not tolerated. 
If you don't believe this we submit the case of Eddie Myers,

health depends 
in a great degree upon keeping its 
coat in good condition, but its ap- 
pearance and comfort as well. Fre- 
quent and regular brushing with a 
suitable brush, or in the case of 
some of the silky-haired breeds, 
such as Maltese, Yorkshire Terriers, 
etc, combing, will not only keep 
the coat looking well, but will also 
tend to keep the skin healthy. 

With the long-haired breeds 
Collies, Old English Sheepdoys, 
a brush with wire bristles set in a 
rubber-cushioned base, will prove 
most effective. To all such breeds 
regular grooming is much more 
important than with short-haired 
ones, in order to prevent matting 
With the wire-haired breeds, such 
Airedales, Fox Terriers, Sealy- 
hams, etc., stripping and plucking 
at intervals will be necessary to 
keep the animal well groomed. Tiis 
is quite an art, and if one does not 
know how, one should seek the

where they have not been removed 
in puppyhood, as they should be, 
én the hindlegs. 


RIDDING DOGS OF FLEAS

| prime reasons for the presence of 
;tapeworms in dogs Many flea 
powders and flea soaps are sold 
| Powder should be sprinkled pro- 
|fusely over the dog and rubbed 
yell into the skin, letting the dog 
| stand on cloth or paper as suggest- 
ed. If you decide to rid your dog 
of fleas by bathing witn a disinfect- 
ant or by use of s!rong flea soap, it 
will not destroy the eggs and the 
danipness wiil cause these to cling 
to the hair and thus hatch out a 
new ciop in a few days. Therefor» 
tne cperation should be repeated at 
intervals of two or three days sev- 
eral times.
